Cancel claim 46. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Due to Applicant's 
claim amendments (May 30, 2007) and convincing arguments (filed May 30, 2007, pages 7-9), 
independent claims 41 and 53 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record. Particularly, 
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claims 41 and 53 have been amended to further recite a command signal, wherein image data, the 
command signals and camera information are multiplexed on a pair of wires. Applicant's 
submits that modifying the D' Alfonso et al. device to merely multiplex any of the signals would 
require significant other modification that would contradict certain teachings in D' Alfonso et al. 
in order to provide a properly functioning device. For instance, certain dissimilar signals would 
require conversion (e.g., analog to digital). In addition, regarding signal transmission, the device 
would have to give up the time-division line sharing feature (col.4, lines 1-1 1) for certain signals 
such feature appearing to be important in D' Alfonso et al. The Examiner takes the position that 
the required modification of D' Alfonso et al. to multiplex the image data, the command signal 
and the camera information is beyond the scope of merely inserting a multiplexer, and thus 
would not be obvious in view of the art of record.
